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Exclusive - Oeiras Mayor Isaltino Morais 



One of Portugal’s most controversial figures, 
former Environment Minister Isaltino Morais 
has overcome a number of scandals in recent 
years to become one of the country’s most 
respected independent politicians and has 
seen Oeiras, which lies sandwiched between 
Lisbon and Cascais, gain greater prominence 
and become one of the most sought-after 
cities in Portugal in which to work and live. 


Isaltino Morais was re-elected 
as Oeiras Mayor in 2005 having 
stepped down after 16 years in 
power in 2002 to accept an invi- 
tation to serve as the Environ- 
ment Minister in Durao 
Barroso’s coalition government. 

Regarding his current man- 
date, Dr Morais says: “This 
mandate has been different as I 
presented a different election 
manifesto - I ensured that this 
mandate broke from previous 
mandates.” 

Questioned as to why he 
stood against the candidate from 
the party (PSD) he had repre- 
sented for three decades, he ex- 
plains: “The realities I left behind 
in 2002 and what I returned to in 
2005 were completely different. 
While there is always a tendency 
to blame your predecessors for 
present problems, I would not 
have presented my candidacy in 
2005 if all was well in Oeiras. 

“I thought the people who 
took control of the council would 
continue the work I had initiated, 
which wasn’t the case”, he justi- 
fies. 

So were you confident ofheat- 
ingyour own party in an election, 
amidst the controversies sur- 
rounding you as a person at the 
time? 

“I had previously ruled in 


Oeiras for 1 6 years, and while I 
left for three and a half years, I was 
convinced that the people would 
re-elect me.” 

In terms of council estates, 
Oeiras is a pioneer, and under 
Isaltino Morais, has relocated 
5,000 people living in shanty 
towns. 

“Housing is an excellent exam- 
ple of how to improve a city. 
Looking after the poor and the eld- 
erly you create tranquil and 
happy residents”, argues Mayor 
Morais, adding: “Safety and se- 
curity has improved as a result. 
Y ouths are no longer living in re- 
volt with their lives. Employ- 
ment figures in council estates are 
also much higher than they were 
in shanty towns.” 

In terms of tourism. Dr Morais 
says the obj ective of Oeiras was 
never to be a centre for tourism 
as is the case with neighbours 
Cascais and Lisbon, but says he 
is working to improve this. 

“Twenty years ago we didn’t 
have a single hotel and amiserable 
camping site. Now we have seven 
hotels, and four more are set to 
be built, one of them, a five-star, 
I believe will be one of the best in 
the country,” he states confi- 
dently. 

Oeiras can also look forward 
to its own conference centre, the 
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mayor revealed. 

“A conference centre is needed 
in order to support what are some 
ofthe best business centres in the 
country such as Lagoas Park, 
T agus Park and Quinta da F onte . 
This centre will have a capacity 
of about 1 ,500 and willbe located 
next to Quinta da F onte and will 
be supported by a car park for 
around 400 cars.” 

While Oeiras has the highest 
number of vehicles per capita in 
the country. Mayor Morais also 
continually stressed throughout 
the interview that “Oeiras has the 
highest proportion of university 
graduates in the country.” 

In the area of sports and cul- 
ture, he says: “We are looking to 
build a multi-purpose pavilion 
that will have a capacity of 8,000 
for cultural events and about half 
that for sporting events.” 

The Oeiras Mayor has also 
approved the spending of €40 
million in the building and reno- 
vation of schools in Oeiras. 
Given his environmental back- 


ground, it comes as no surprise 
that Oeiras is set to eradicate the 
use of traditional waste bins and 
replace them with what are 
known as ecological islands, or 
underground waste bins. 

To illustrate his commitment 
to the environment. Dr Morais 
says, “We currently have a tree 
for each inhabitant, which trans- 
lates into 170,000 trees and will 
be planting an additional 25,000 
trees in the next four years.” 

Despite his background, the 
Oerias Mayor is not entirely 
supportive of congestion charges 
in Portugal, just yet. 

“I will agree to congestion 
charges only once we have decent 
public transport systems”, he 
says, which “excluding the Lis- 
bon underground, is third 
world.” 

He also revealed there is a 
strong possibility that the Por- 
tuguese Oncology Institute will 
be based in Oeiras, which will fur- 
ther improve the health features 
the city currently boasts. 


No new shopping centres are 
planned, excluding the Pao de 
A 9 ucar in Alfr agide, “So don’t ex- 
pect to see much growth in this 
area in coming years”, says 
Mayor Morais. 

Isaltino Morais reveals a 
number of austerity measures to 
improve the council’s financial 
situation. 

“We have few parties and 
events, and we refused the Por- 
tugal Cycle Tour due to its cost. 
We don’t spend money unneces- 
sarily. Recently we were to be 
charged €175,000 for a public 
bathroom on the beachfront, but 
we don’t need bathrooms with 
music”, he says bluntly, adding “I 
have since approved the building 
of one that will cost the council 
€25,000.” 

Oeiras has also lowered coun- 
cil taxes to 0.45 percent as there 
are numerous families who, ac- 
cording to Dr Morais, “While 
they own real estate, do not have 
the income to pay high taxes.” 

How wel I does the city hall func- 
tion, bearing in mind you don ’t 
enjoy a majority? 

“I have never had any propos- 
als rej ected since I was elected in 
2005 , and I have no complaints of 
any of the councillors”. 

Do you think you have set the 
tone for future independent can- 
didacies? 

“ W e were pioneers in proving 
that independent candidates can 
rule efficiently, and I am certain 
we will have more independent 
candidacies in the next municipal 
elections in 2009.” 

How have the scandals involv- 
ing allegations of tax evasion af- 
fectedyou politically? 

“I have been convicted many 
times in public by newspapers. 
But I am sure I would have won 
with a maj ority had it not been for 
some media reports, which defi- 
nitely cast a doubt over my integ- 
rity.” 

When questioned over the im- 
mediate future. Dr Morais said he 
will remain independent and will 
stand for re-election in 2009. 

Can you ever see yours elf as a 
cab inetm inis ter again ? 


“I will never form part of a 
government again. I j oined against 
my will in 2002. Durao Barroso 
insisted with me for over eight 
days and left me with little 
choice, but to join his cabinet. I 
also j oined at a difficult time, and 
I had very little to work with. In 
my ministry, I had a staff con- 
tingent of only ten. However, the 
advantage I had over some of 
colleagues in other ministries 
then and now is that I had a clear 
idea and a proj ect to work with. ” 

And what about your rushed 
exit from Mr Barroso ’s cabinet 
little over ay ear later? 

“My departure was difficult 
as I resigned on the eve of anews- 
paper report where it was stated 
I had not declared all my earnings 
to the Constitutional Court. I 
would have liked to have left un- 
der different circumstances.” 

But he admits he would prob- 
ably not have continued as a min- 
ister for the entire mandate. 

“I wouldn’t have lasted much 
longer. I would probably have 
left at the end of 2003 as there 
were a number of areas with 
which I disagreed. 

“I was surprised with how the 
Council of Ministers and the gov- 
ernment operates. Everything is 
done in a rush. The Ministry of 
Environment needs to work with 
a number of ministries in order 
to implement new policies”, and 
he explains : “Lef s say for exam- 
ple we hear of a washing machine 
that consumes half the energy of 
a conventional one, but it costs 
the consumer double to buy or 
we charge heavy taxes on solar 
panels, the Environment Minis- 
try will need to discuss tax 
breaks and fiscal incentives with 
the Finance Ministry”, coordi- 
nation and discussions which he 
says were lacking during his time 
in office. 

Oeiras Mayor Isaltino 
Morais concludes by saying: “I 
enjoy being mayor much more 
than being a minister. It is more 
rewarding. W e also enj oy much 
more stability and you achieve 
much more being a mayor. ”

Renewed plea for 
Madeleine’s return 

With few new developments in the case of 
Madeleine McCann who has now been 

missing for 1 20 days, her father Gerry this 

week launched a desperate plea directed 
at those he believes took her from her bed. 


“If you have done something 
you regret, if you find yourself 
in a situation you never in- 
tended, it is not too late to do 
the right thing”, said Gerry 
MeCann in his blog, whieh he 
has updated regularly sinee his 
daughter went missing from a 
holiday apartment in Praia da 
Luz almost four months ago. 

“Sometimes people do things 
for reasons that even they ean- 
not understand”, wrote Gerry, 
adding: “We, like everyone else, 
await the results of the foren- 
sics from the recent searches. 
We do not know who has taken 
Madeleine or why.” 

In an attempt to understand 
the thinking of those who took 
her, Mr McCann contemplates 
that “an act of madness, an ac- 
cident or sudden impulse can 
lead to consequences that peo- 
ple may never have imagined or 
intended. Faced with such a 
situation we believe any human 
soul will ultimately suffer tor- 
ment and feelings of guilt and 
fear.” 

Directing his words at 
Madeleine ’ s abductor, he asks : 
“Please come forward, return 


Madeleine, leave her in aplace of 
safety. At the very least, help us 
by letting us know what has hap- 
pened to our beautiful little girl.” 

Mr McCann made this im- 
passioned plea shortly after 
storming out of an interview 
with Spanish television station 
Telecinco, reportedly in disgust 
with questions on the blood al- 
legedly found in the apartment 
from where Madeleine was 
taken. 

Last week, in an exclusive in- 
terview given to The Portugal 
News, Chief Inspecor Olegario 
Sousa explained “It is possible 
that we may never find 
Madeleine. First we will have to 
find sufficient evidence to indi- 
cate that she is no longer alive. 
This will have to be followed up 
by finding her body. If, for ex- 
ample, a body has been tossed 
into the sea, and which is not re- 
turned within the first few days 
itbecomes increasingly difficult 
to find a body.” 

However, Mr Sousa stressed: 
“I am confident that the case will 
be solved. I am confident that 
sooner or later we will be able to 
discover what happened.” 


ETA may have network in 
Portugal says Madrid 


The Basque terrorist move- 
ment ETAmay have “some kind” 
of backup network in Portugal, 
the head of Spain’ s Guardia Civil 
police force said, after a car bomb- 
ing in the northern Spanish town 
of Durango. 

Guardia Civil director-general 
Juan Mesquida said the fact the 
unidentified bombers, who 
slightly injured two officers, fled 
in a car with Portuguese licence 
plates “appears to confirm that 
ETA may have some kind of in- 
frastructure in Portugal”. 

“The hypothesis has been un- 
der analysis”, Mr Mesquida 
added, since a Portuguese-li- 
censed vehicle was discovered 
loaded with 100 kilos of explo- 
sives in southern Spain near the 
Portuguese border at Ayamonte 
last June. 

The before dawn Durango at- 
tack, targeting a Guardia Civil 
station, has not been claimed by 
ETA but appeared to be the work 
of the Basque separatist move- 
ment, police said. 

The bombers fled the scene in a 
car with Portuguese plates, which 
they blew up less than an hour 
later, according to the authorities. 

In a related development, Por- 
tugal and Spain have confirmed 
their interior ministers will meet 
in Lisbon next month to discuss 
ways to re-enforce joint combat 
against separatist Basque terror-

Portugal wants ‘ more active ’ EU role in transforming 
Atlantic alliance 


The Portuguese EU presidency has caiied for a “renovation” of the trans-Atiantic aiiiance with the 
United States through a process that wouid boister the roie of the 27-nation European bioc. 

Foreign Minister Luis Amado, in comments to Lusa by teiephone from Paris, said he had defended 
such an initiative at the annuai gathering of French dipiomats on Tuesday (see story on page 8 of this 
week’s edition). 
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“The renewal of the trans-At- 
lantic relationship and a more ac- 
tive role for the European Union 
in the process of transforming the 
Atlantic alliance is essential from 
our point of view”. Minister 
Amado said. 

The proposed renewal, he 
added, should “not be led only by 
the United States”. 

Minister Amado defended 
that the alliance ’ s transformation 
should be based on an “adequate 
reflection” over the “system of 
values” that serves as its founda- 
tion”, the need to “re-enforce the 
system of defence and security”, 
the strengthening of economic 
and social dimensions” and 
“stronger cooperation on the in- 
ternational scene” between Eu- 
rope, the United States and 
Canada. 

“These are essential elements 
for the action of transforming the 
Atlantic Alliance towards the 
strategic objectives of the 21st 
century and for the accompani- 
ment by the European Union of 
this transformation process that 
should not be led only by the 
United States”,he saidhe had told 
the French diplomatic corps. 

Minister Amado also said he 
saw no contradictory overlap be- 
tween the Portuguese EU presi- 
dency’s plans to host a Europe- 
Africa summit in December and 
French President Nicholas 
Sarkozy’ s call in Paris this week 
for a high-level meeting in New 
York in September to discuss 
African peace and security is- 
sues. 

The planned summit in Lis- 
bon, Luis Amado said, had “dif- 
ferent objectives”: “the definition 
of a new paradigm in relations 
between the European Union and 


Africa”. 

Despite objections from some 
EU quarters to the participation 
of Zimbabwean President 
Robert Mugabe at the December 
summit, he said “political actions 
and diplomatic actions” were 
underway to assure the two-con- 
tinent apex meeting would take 
place as planned. TPN/Lusa 


with visits by Cavaco Silva 
Monday through to Wednesday 
to Brussels for talks with the Eu- 
ropean Commission and to the 
union’s parliament in Stras- 
bourg. 

Foreign Minister Luis Amado 
will gather with his 26 union 
counterparts in the northern Por- 
tuguese city of Viana do Castelo 
on September 7-8 to review 
progress made towards a Reform 
Treaty for the bloc. 

Minister Amado opened an 
Intergovernmental Conference 
on the charter in Brussels on July 
23, distributing a Portuguese 
draft, and hopes to see “the pri- 
ority of (EU presidential) priori- 
ties” approved at a summit in 
Lisbon on October 18-19. 

Lisbon achieved one of its three 
top goals with the raising of the 
status ofEU-Brazil to that of “stra- 
tegic partnership” at a summit in 
the Portuguese capital on July 4. 

The remaining four months of 
the Portuguese presidency now 
focus primarily on its two re- 
maining major objectives: gaining 
approval for the Reform Treaty 
in October and hosting the long- 
delayed second summit between 
Europe and Africa, an event set 
for December 8-9 in Lisbon.

Portugal sends top 
diplomats to Timor poll 
anniversary celebrations 

State Secretary for Foreign Affairs and Cooperation, 
Joao Gomes Cravinho represented Portugai at 
ceremonies in Diii on Thursday marking the eighth 
anniversary of East Timor’s piebiscite on independence 
from Indonesian occupation. 


The Foreign Minister said 
on Tuesday that during his five- 
day visit, he wouldmeetallof 
East T imor ’ s senior leaders and 
UN mission chief Atul Khare, 
tour Portuguese cooperation 
projects and visit with Portu- 
guese police serving under the 
UN. 

Since East T imor broke with 
Indonesian rule in 1999, Por- 
tugal, the country’ s former co- 
lonial ruler, has emerged as 
Dili’s main aid partner, financ- 
ing programmes in education, 
agriculture, justice and basic in- 
frastructure. 

Meanwhile, Australia an- 
nounced Wednesday that its 
foreign minister, Alexander 
Downer, would also travel to 


Dili for the plebiscite anniver- 
sary celebrations. 

A Foreign Ministry state- 
ment issued in Canberra said 
Downer hoped to hold “con- 
structive discussions” with 
Dili’ s newly elected president 
and government and 
“strengthen our bilateral rela- 
tions”. 

Australia, which rushed 
troops to East Timor in 1999 
after pro-Indonesian militias 
unleashed an anti-independ- 
ence bloodbath, leads the inter- 
national stabilisation force 
backing the UN police that 
were deployed last year after a 
new spiral of inter-Timorese 
violence.

Thousands queue to enter world’s biggest easino 


□ As many as 20,000 people queued outside 
The Venetian, the world’s largest hotel- 
casino which opened its doors this week in 
the former Portuguese territory Macao. 


More than 2,500 guests were 
invited to attend the inauguration 
eeremony of The V enetian, whose 
star attraetion was Diana Ross. 

Built between the islands of 
T aipa and Coloane, The V enetian 
has a covered area of almost a 
million square metres, or 150 
football pitches, which also 
makes it the biggest building in 
Asia and the second largest on the 


planet. 

The new complex includes 
3,000 rooms, 350 shops, restau- 
rants and a theatre with a capac- 
ity of 1,800. With an initial in- 
vestment of 1 .8 billion euros, the 
complete project by US group 
Las Vegas Sands estimates that 
nine billion euros will have been 
spent upon completion of the 
entire project by 20 1 0. 


Man held in 
connection with 
Britishwoman’s 
disappearance 

Following last week’s reports on the disappearance of a 
67-year-old British woman in Pinhal da Nazare, Colares, 
Sintra, police have this week revealed they have located 
and arrested a man suspected to be related to her 
disappearance and possible murder. 


Thought to be the son of a 
neighbour, the 47-year-old man, 
a gardener by profession, was 
arrested in the Algarve last 
Thursday in possession of a car 
identical to the one the victim 
drove and that was also re- 
ported missing, a silver-grey 
Toyota Hiace. 

Initial reports concerning the 
woman’s disappearance 
emerged nearly two weeks ago, 
followed by a weeklong search 
involving numerous sea, land 
and air police forces. 

It was later presumed the 
woman had been murdered, af- 
terpolice found traces of blood 
and shotgun cartridge shells on 
her property. 


The man in question is also 
believed to have murdered his 
brother-in-law a short while 
earlier, and had been missing 
since August 1 6*. 

Also last Thursday, a body 
that is still awaiting identifica- 
tion was found near Nafarros, 
and police have confirmed the 
likelihood of it being that of the 
missing British woman. 

Presently waiting trial in the 
Sintra courthouse, police have 
said that the suspect will remain 
in custody. 

A police spokesperson reaf- 
firmed this by saying, “There is 
no alternative (to the suspect re- 
maining in custody), if only to 
put the local population at ease”.

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China looks to double investments 
in Portuguese-speaking states 



China is looking to double its substantial investments in Portuguese-speaking countries by 2010, a 
senior trade official said Wednesday in Beijing at a meeting gathering representatives from seven of the 
Lusophone bloc’s eight nations. 


Shan Xingxuan, of the Trade 
Ministry’s department for Tai- 
wan, Hong Kong and Macau, also 
told his Lusophone guests that 
China expected to double two- 
way trade with members of the 
Community of Portuguese Lan- 
guage Countries (CPLP) to 
US$50 billion, or 36.8 billion 
euros, from the US$34 billion 
registered last year, a nearly 47 


percent rise from 2005 . 

Shan said boosted Chinese 
trade and investment with CPLP 
states would privilege initiatives 
channelled through the Macau 
Forum, the business platform 
created in 2003 to promote rela- 
tions between Beijing and the 
Lisbon-headquartered Luso 
phone bloc. 

“Relations between China and 


Portuguese-speaking countries 
have developedvery rapidly and 
we hope to deepen them even 
more in the framework of the 
Macau Forum”, Shan said at the 
opening of a conference gather- 
ing 42 trade and investment offi- 
cials from all the CPLP member 
countries with the exception of 
Sao Tome and Principe.

Fuel stations consider 
shutting at night due to 
safety concerns 


Fuel resellers are currently considering the advantages of 
closing stations after 9pm should “all other safety systems 
that are being implemented fail”. This measure is being 
contemplated by the National Association of Fuel Retailers 
(ANAREC) which represents roughly 2,200 stations across 


the country. 

According to ANAREC chair- 
man Augusto Cymbron, in com- 
ments XoDiario deNoticias, this 
extreme measure “will adversely 
affect consumers”, but explains 
that “most stations, especially 
smaller ones, are already closing 
at night, not only due to safety 
concerns, but also as a result of 
slow business”. 

He says the situation is worse 
along the border, where Portu- 
guese drivers head to Spain to 
refuel because of the lower prices 


charged at Spanish pumps. 

The government has pledged 
to assist stations worse affected 
by night robberies by supplying 
them with the latest technologi- 
cal surveillance equipment, 
which ANAREC hopes will “dis- 
suade potential robbers”. 

Augusto Cymbron’ s com- 
ments came only days after a 26- 
year old fuel pump aff endanf was 
shof dead by four hooded assail- 
anfs af a sfafion in Valen 9 a dur- 
ing a robbery. 


Woman detained for killing baby 



The newborn baby girl found dead on the Olhos d’Agua beach last week could possibly have been 
thrown into the water whilst she was still alive, it emerged this week. A 26-year-old foreign woman, said 
to be of north-western European origin, has been arrested in connection with the crime and is presently 
awaiting trial in the Odemira women’s prison. 


Police believe that the woman 
gave birth to the baby at home, 
unassisted, then went to the 
beach to throw the baby into the 
sea. 

Despite continuously deny- 
ing her pregnancy, suspicions 
grew amongst locals. 

There is no register of the 
woman giving birth in local medi- 
cal facilities. 

Sources close to the case con- 
firmed the woman was not mar- 
ried, was employed, lived alone 
in the Olhos d’Agua area, and was 
a legal resident. They also guar- 
anteed that the father had no re- 
sponsibility in the incident what- 


soever. 

Police sources also revealed 
that when confronted with evi- 
dence, the woman refused to co- 
operate and denied any involve- 
ment. However, investigators 
gathered enough evidence to or- 
der preventative imprisonment 
of the woman. 

The body of the newborn girl 
was found on Tuesday, August 
2 1 St, floating in shallow waters, 
wrapped in towels. 

In arelated incident, inMadeira 
a 30-year-old woman has been 
arrested on suspicion of trying to 
murder her two-month-old son 
by poisoning. 


It is thought that the woman 
was suffering post-natal trauma. 

The baby was found and re- 
ceived “urgentmedical care”, said 
a source from Madeira’ s Funchal 


Hospital, who also confirmed 
that the baby was “out of danger”. 

The mother has been forbid- 
den from having any contact with 
her son.

paper tickets 



The International Air Transport 
Association (lATA) this week announced it 
has placed its final order for paper tickets. 


Some 16.5 million paper tick- 
ets were ordered from seven spe- 
cialised printers to supply the 
60,000 accredited lATA travel 
agents in 1 62 markets around the 
world until 3 1 May 2008. From 
1 June 2008, 100 percent of tick- 
ets issued through the lATA Bill- 
ing and Settlement Plan (BSP) 
will be electronic. 

“This is ‘last call’ for paper 
tickets,” said Giovanni 
Bisignani, lATA’ s Director Gen- 
eral and CEO. “It’s been 38 
months since we launched the 
drive for 1 00 percent e-ticketing 
as part of IAEA’s Simplifying 
the Business initiative. E- 
ticketing went from 1 6 percent in 
June 2004 to 84 percent today. 
And in just 278 more days the 
paper ticket will become a collec- 
tor’s item.” 

IAEA’s settlement systems 
issue over 400 million tickets an- 
nually. W ith the volume of paper 
tickets now at 16 percent of the 
total and an approaching deadline 
for the elimination of paper, the 
final order of tickets was made. 


The order volume of 1 6 . 5 million 
took into account an estimate of 
current paper ticket stocks and 
estimated demand in order to en- 
sure a robust supply of tickets to 
meet demand. Upon fulfilment of 
the final order, suppliers will 
decommission their ticket print- 
ing operations for IAEA. 

“We are changing an industry 
with tangible benefits for travel- 
lers, agents, airlines and the envi- 
ronment,” said Bisignani. 

“Consumers enjoy the con- 
venience and flexibility of 
paperless travel. Agents have the 
opportunity to broaden the 
scope of their business and serve 
their customers remotely. The 
cost saving of US$9 for every e- 
ticket compared to a paper ticket 
adds up to US$3 billion in annual 
savings for the industry. And 
eliminating paper will save the 
equivalent of 50,000 mature trees 
each year. E-ticketing is a winning 
proposition for everyone.”

The European Union’s 
Portuguese EU presidency 
has strongly reiterated its 
condemnation of the death 
penalty, following the 
execution of a convicted 
murderer in the US state of 
Texas. 

Portuguese F oreign Minister 
Luis Amado, speaking during an 
EU visit to Lebanon, said Eu- 
rope had a “elearly defined po- 
sition” on the death penalty, 
eonsidering it was “not a solu- 
tion for the problems faeed by 
modern soeiety”. 

Minister Amado said the EU 
would raise the issue again at the 
next UN General Assembly 
meeting. 

Texas Governor Riek Perry 
ignored an earlier EU appeal for 
a moratorium on eapital pun- 
ishment senteneing and exeeu- 
tions, allowing the exeeution of 
32-year-old Johnny Conner 
with a lethal injection last 
Wednesday. 

Conner, a eonvieted mur- 
derer, was the 400th person ex- 
eeuted in Texas sinee the state 
restored eapital punishment in 
1976.

Portugal confident of new Kosovo talks 


Portuguese Foreign Minister 
Luis Amado, aeknowledging that 
Belgrade and Pristina’ s positions 
on independenee for Kosovo are 
“poles aparf’, has ealled for a 
“strong engagemenf ’ by the Eu- 
ropean Union, the United States 
and Russia to find an aeeeptable 
solution for the problem. 

“The positions (of Serbia and 
Kosovo) are strongly poles apart 
and very diffieult to eoneiliate, 
but despite everything, there is 
an opportunity for a new round 
of negotiations”. Minister 
Amado told Lusa late Wednes- 
day while heading to Lebanon 
after two days of talks with Bal- 
kan authorities. 

It was “important”, he said, 
that in eoming months the medi- 
ating troika, eomposed of the EU, 


Washington and to Moseow, 
show a “strong engagemenf’ with 
the proeess in order “find a solu- 
tion that may satisfy all the dif- 
ferent interests”. 

The EU, eurrently presided by 
Portugal, must be prepared to 
“take deeisions” if attempts to 
forge a “new understanding” on 
the future of the breakaway Ser- 
bian provinee fails in order to 
avoid Europe’s “absenee in the 
final deeision”, he said. 

“The European Union either 
exists politieally on the interna- 
tional seene or it doesn’t, and, in 
the eontext of a final status deei- 
sion for Kosovo, the laek of a EU 
position would surely be a very 
dramatie situation that I think all 
member states want to avoid”, he 
said. 


Washington has said it will 
baek independenee for Kosovo 
“one way or another” following 
Russia’s bloekage of a “moni- 
tored independenee” plan pre- 
sented at the UN Seeurity Coun- 
eil, an initiative that had the sup- 
port of the EU. 

“The responsibility of the 
Portuguese (EU) presideney”, 
Amado stressed, “will be to work 
during the eoming months in the 
sense of hearing all the alterna- 
tives that may be found to get out 
of the eurrent situation of im- 
passe”. 

Sinee beginning his Balkan 
swing Tuesday, Amado held 
talks with senior offieials in 
Montenegro, Serbia and UN-ad- 
ministered Kosovo.

Portugal FM chats to France, tries to 
‘convert’ Britain 


Foreign Minister Luis 
Amado, who has spent hardly 
any time in Portugal sinee the 
country took over the presi- 
dency of the EU, this week 
took the priorities of the Por- 
tuguese EU presidency to Paris 
for presentation at the annual 
conference of French diplo- 
mats. After Amado addressed 
the meeting of 1 80 diplomats 
in the French capital he trav- 
elled on to London for a dinner 
meeting with British counter- 
part David Miliband. 

While Necessidades Palace 
did not disclose the agenda of 
Minister Amado ’s talks with 
Miliband, observers said Lon- 
don’ s aversion to the participa- 


tion of Zimbabwean President 
Robert Mugabe at the planned 
Europe-Africa summit in Lisbon 
would undoubtedly be a promi- 
nent topic. 

Portugal has declared the sum- 
mit, which would be only the sec- 
ond of its kind, a top priority of 
its EU presidency. 

The first EU-African Union 
summit was held in Cairo in 2000 
during the last Portuguese presi- 
dency. 

Lisbon’s attempts to host a 
follow-up summit in 2003 was 
aborted by London’s refusal to 
overlook EU travel sanctions 
against Mugabe for his disrespect 
for human and civil rights in Zim- 
babwe. 


Since Portugal assumed the 
EU hehn in July, Amado ’ s team 
has devoted great attention to 
the search for a “diplomatic so- 
lution” that would allow prepa- 
rations for the December sum- 
mit to move forward 
unimpeded, despite the contro- 
versy over Zimbabwe. 

Minister Amado was invited 
to the Paris diplomatic meet, 
which will be attendedby Presi- 
dent Nicholas Sarkozy, by F or- 
eign Minister Bernard 
Kouchner, who announced 
Monday that a priority of the 
upcoming French EU presi- 
dency, set to begin next July 1 , 
would be the launching of dis- 
cussions on the creation of an 
EU diplomatic service.

Lebanon’s upcoming presi- 
dential elections, Portuguese 
Foreign Minister Luis Amado 
said after talks in Beirut with 
Prime Minister Fouad Siniora, 
would be “very important for 
normalisation”, but only if con- 
ducted in respect for the coun- 
try’s laws and constitution. 

“In the name of the European 
Union, I appeal to all Lebanese 
political movements to make an 
effort to reach an understanding 
about the country ’ s political life 
to create conditions for the nor- 
malisation of the political insti- 
tutional scene that without doubt 
will be fundamental for the coun- 
try ’s future normalisation”, 
Amado said. 

The situation in Lebanon was 
“very important” for the Portu- 
guese EU presidency because its 


stability was a “determining fac- 
tor” for stability throughout the 
region, he said. 

Beyond his talks with Siniora, 
Amado was also scheduled to 
meet with Parliament Speaker 
Habih Berri and with the com- 
mander of the Portuguese contin- 
gent stationed with UN forces in 
Lebanon. 

Questioned by Lusa, he said it 
would be “perfectly understand- 
able” for the UN to extend its 
presence in Lebanon for an addi- 
tional year and “also natural” for 
Lisbon to prolong the deploy- 
ment of its troops “for some more 
time”. 

After his daylong visit to Leba- 
non, Amado flew to Cyprus, con- 
cluding a four-day swing that ear- 
lier took him to Montenegro, Ser- 
bia and Kosovo.

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Portugal adopts 
EU hotline for 
missing children 



The Portuguese government has this week awarded the Institute for 
Chiid Support the same number used in the European Union for 
missing chiidren (116 000). 


The European Commission 
adopted the deeision to reserve 
the 1 16000 telephone number in 
all member states as a hotline for 
reporting missing ehildren baek 
in February. Other eommon Eu- 
rope-wide telephone services of 
social value starting with 1 1 6 are 
expected to be reserved for situ- 
ations involving children. 

The directive called on all 
member states to adopt the new 
number within six months, with 
the deadline expiring this week. 

Speaking at the unveiling of 


the number at the time, EU 
T elecom Commissioner V iviane 
Reding said: “I am delighted that 
the first major step towards a 
single EU hotline number for 
missing children has been taken. 

“I urge member states to act 
to make this a reality, so that Eu- 
rope ’s parents will soon know 
that they are able to call this 
number and get immediate help . ” 

All other numbers, besides 
116 000, and which begin with 
1 1 6 are also reserved for social 
services in Europe. 


These freephone numbers 
and the services they provide 
will benefit citizens by helping 
those in difficulty, or by con- 
tributing to their well-being or 
safety. 

In Portugal, a total of 48 chil- 
dren were reported missing be- 
tween the beginning of 2004 and 
the end of 2005. 

Last year, a total of 3 1 children 
were reported missing, with 24 
being recovered, two having 
died, while five children are yet 
to be found. 


Gov’t approves issuing 
of student loans 


The government has approved the creation of an automatic student 
ioan system up to the vaiue of €25,000 in a bid to boost university 
attendance. 


The measure, announced by 
Prime Minister Jose Socrates, 
allows students to obtain loans 
without having to provide 
surety and they will be granted 
at lower interest rates to those 
with better results. 

“This is about creating bet- 
ter conditions to gain access to 
universities and is also to im- 
prove social justice and pro- 
mote equal opportunity”, said 
the Prime Minister after the 
student loan law decree was 
agreed to at a Council of Min- 
isters meeting late last week. 

According to Jose Socrates, 
the system is “universal” as it 
can be used by all students and 


is “automatic” - as it will be 
granted without any guarantees. 

“The state will be the stu- 
dent’s guarantor”, said the 
Prime Minister, adding that a 
fund will be created in order to 
cover failures by students to re- 
pay their loans. 

The fund will receive ten per- 
cent of the amount granted in stu- 
dent loans, with the government 
budgeting for around four million 
euros a year that will be needed 
to support the fund. 

Also, the system will be based 
on merit, with student loan inter- 
est rates dropping in accordance 
with the results they obtain at 
university. 


Despite growing concerns 
that the government was pre- 
paring an increase in tuition 
fees, even before the unveiling 
of this new student loan system. 
Prime Minister Socrates has 
since categorically stated that 
“There will not be an increase 
in tuition fees”. 

Portugal had the lowest 
higher-education completion 
level in the European Union 
among 20-24 year-old students 
in 2005, official EU research 
agency, Eurostat said. 

Portuguese students pay tui- 
tion fees in the region of 920 
euros annually to attend a state 
university. 


TwoPortugal-boundcocaine 
couriers nabbed in Senegal 



Senegalese police have arrested two Guinea-Bissau nationals as they 
prepared to board a Lisbon-bound plane in Dakar with 1 1 kilogrammes 
of cocaine concealed in their luggage. 


The authorities, according to 
reports reaching Lisbon, said 
they expected to apprehend 
“other people, because every- 
thing indicates if s a (trafficking) 
network”. 

The Senegalese action overthe 


weekend came on the heels ofPor- 
tugal ’ s signing a memorandum of 
understanding with Bissau to help 
the West African country toughen 
its operations against mounting 
international dugs trafficking. 

Among others, the UnitedNa- 


tions has recently expressed its 
growing concern overthe increas- 
ing use of the former Portuguese 
colony as a transit point for the 
movement of cocaine from South 
America to European markets.

When purchasing exclusively 
branded products, Feira Nova 
came out on top once more, fol- 
lowed by Miniprego and Pingo 
Doce. 

For those who are not con- 
cerned which brands they 
purcase, Aldi was top, dethron- 
ing Lidl which has topped this 
list since 2004 but fell to third 
this year behind Miniprego. 

The most expensive super- 
markets were the Polisuper in 
Sao Joao de Estoril and El Corte 
Ingles, while the cheapest were 
the Intermarche in Mafra (Lis- 
bon), Intermarche (Portalegre) 
and the Continente in 
Fogueteiro.

ED mobile operators 
publish their new 
Eurotariffs 

Following the European Commission’s pubiication of its 
“name and shame” roaming benchmarking website on 2 
August, aii mobiie operators have since informed the 
Commission of the Eurotariffs they are offering their 
customers as required by the EU’s new Roaming 
Reguiation. Aii these Eurotariffs are now iisted on the 
EC’s website. 


For mobile customers roam- 
ing in Europe, the first result is 
quite positive: In 23 of the 27 
EU Member States, there is at 
least one mobile operator of- 
fering roaming tariffs below the 
regulation’ s ceilings. 

“As of today, thanks to the 
EU’ s continued pressure, con- 
sumers can now fully assess 
what’ s on offer across Europe 
as regards the new Eurotariffs 
for mobile roaming,” said 
Viviane Reding, EU Telecom 
Commissioner. 

“I note with satisfaction 
that all mobile operators now 
appear to comply with the 


law, and that also the few black 
sheep we noted three weeks 
ago have returned to the fold 
in the meantime. However, the 
fact that the picture is now 
complete does not mean that 
the job is done. Together with 
the national telecom regula- 
tors, the Commission will 
now look into the quality, 
transparency and consumer- 
friendliness of the new roam- 
ing offers. In autumn, this will 
allow us to assess whether 
there is now more competition 
in the roaming market and 
whether consumers actually 
get a better deal.” 


Cooperation, business 
snarls brings Guinea 
PM Cabi to Lisbon 


Guinea-Bissau’ s prime minis- 
ter, Martinho N’Dafa Cabi, is 
paying a weekiong visit to Por- 
tugal, his first to a European coun- 
try, later this month, a govern- 
ment official said. 

The official told Lusa last 
Thursday that Cabi would re- 
view bilateral cooperation and 
discuss controversies pitting 
Portuguese firms against the 
Bissau administration with his 
Portuguese host, Jose Socrates, 
during his August 29 to Septem- 
ber 5 visit. 

Cabi is accompaniedby his min- 
isters of finance, justice, and trans- 
port and telecommunications. 

The announcement came on 
the heels of a new Portuguese aid 


package for the West African 
country that almost doubled Lis- 
bon’ s aid to Bissau to 9. 8 million 
euros and a series of recent accu- 
sations by three joint venture 
companies that the African gov- 
ernment was strangling them fi- 
nancially through non-payment 
of services rendered. 

The Bissau official said Cabi 
was in Lisbon “filled with the will 
to pacify” these problems. 

One of the companies, Guine 
T elecom, with a 49 percent share 
owned by Portugal T elecom, has 
charged that Bissau owes it some 
30 million euros in unpaid bills. 

Cabi became prime minister last 
April at the head of a three-party 
coalition cabinet. TPN/Lusa

You notice how “strategic 
interests” was just tacked on at 
the end there. Sort of “Oh, yeah, 
and that too, if anybody cares.” 
That’s how the game is played, 
and Abe didn’t mention China 
at all. But by defining this new 
partnership as an association of 
democracies, he neatly ex- 
cluded China from the list of 
possible members: “By Japan 
and India coming together in 
this way, this ‘broader Asia’ 
will evolve into an immense 
network spanning the entirety 
of the Pacific Ocean, incorpo- 
rating the United States of 
America and Australia.” 

But not China. And it is not 
at all a coincidence that all the 
major members of this evolving 
alliance see China as a poten- 
tial military threat. 

In the United States, accord- 
ing to recent public opinion 
polls, more than 50 percent of 
respondents said that they saw 
China as their country’ s enemy. 
That doesn’t mean it’ s true, but 
this is what Americans often 
hear, because like every coun- 
try the United States has a caste 
of military and civilian “ana- 
lysts” whose main function is to 
come up with plausible future 
threats to justify the existing 
pattern of military expenditure. 

Similar cottage industries 
exist in Japan and Australia, 
and one is rapidly emerging in 
India. Even in China there are 
soldiers and academics who 
make a career out of talking up 
the “American threat,” but they 
are generally ignored and some- 
times simply told to shut up by 
the Chinese regime, which 
doesn’t want to add fuel to the 
flames that are already burning 
overseas. Whereas in the 
United States, Japan, Australia 
and increasingly India, these 
people have the bit between 
their teeth. 

Shinzo Abe is the most mili- 
taristic Japanese leader since 
the Second World War, but this 
grand alliance is not his idea. It 
is an American initiative that 
was gestating even under Presi- 
dent Clinton in the late 1990s, 
but it really took off after Presi- 
dent George W. Bush took of- 
fice in early 2001. Since Japan 
and Australia were already US 
allies, the main task was to 
bring India, the emerging Asian 
giant with the potential to rival 
China, into the same alliance 
structure. That was not an easy 
task, since India had been non- 
aligned ever since its independ- 
ence in 1947. 

The United States imposed 
sanctions against India in re- 
sponse to its nuclear weapons 
tests in 1998, and US legisla- 
tion banned any trade in nuclear 
fuel or equipment with coun- 
tries (like India) that refused to 
sign the Nuclear N on-Prolifera- 
tion. It took a huge American 
diplomatic effort abroad and the 
expenditure of a lot of the Bush 
administration’ s political credit 
at home to get around those ob- 
stacles, but by this year the job 
was done. 

In 2005 the US agreed to lift 
the ban on US nuclear exports 


to India, and India signed up to 
a military cooperation agree- 
ment that gives it access to the 
next generation of American 
weapons and commits it to j oint 
military exercises with US 
forces. India gets US ballistic 
missile defence, and there are 
presumably secret clauses 
about cooperation on intelli- 
gence matters and maybe even 
on strategic planning. Last year, 
the US Congress obediently 
changed the law to give India 
access to American nuclear ex- 
ports. It may not technically be 
an alliance, but it’s definitely 
not just a sewing circle. 

Ifyou need proof,just look at 
the White House’s reaction 
when opponents of the alliance 
in Indian parliament tried to kill 
it. The new US law says that 
American nuclear aid to India 
will be cut off if the Indians test 
another nuclear weapon. Leg- 
islators in the Indian parliament 
who dislike the alliance seized 
on this clause as a reason to re- 
ject the deal, claiming that it 
infringes Indian sovereignty. 

Washington wants this alli- 
ance so much that it has tied it- 
self in knots to meet the objec- 
tions of Indian politicians. Last 
month President Bush went 
well beyond what the US Con- 
gress had authorised, offering 
to help India to set up a nuclear 
fuel repository so it can stock- 
pile uranium against any inter- 
ruption in the American supply, 
and even promising to help In- 
dia to find other sources of nu- 
clear fuel if Congress does cut 
off the supply (presumably af- 
ter another Indian nuclear test). 

These are not the actions of 
an administration that is luke- 
warm about the alliance with 
India. In fact, India is the key- 
stone of the new US strategy in 
Asia, and Washington will do 
almost anything to keep it in 
place . As for Shinzo Abe ’ s visit 
to New Delhi, it is part of the 
tidying-up process where 
America’s existing allies in the 
region also expand their direct 
defence ties with the new Indian 
ally. The Australians have been 
at it too, as have various South- 
East Asian countries. 

These people are not nearly 
as clever as they think they are. 
If they go on like this, they will 
probably end up with a new 
Cold War in Asia.

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Caij acking incident 
kills one, injures many 


The driver of a car that was sto- 
len and caused an accident Sun- 
day night near Campo Grand, in 
which one person was killed and 
various people left injured, was 
this week detained and placed in 
preventative imprisonment until 
his trial. 

Three individuals - two men 
and a woman - snatched the car 
in Sacavem, on the Travessa do 
Chafariz, and had fired shots at 
the car-owner when he unsuc- 
cessfully tried to prevent the 
thieves from stealing the vehicle. 

The accident took place near 
Campo Grande following a dra- 
matic police car chase through the 
city centre. 

To escape police, the trio had 


raced along Lisbon’ s 2“^* Circular, 
driving recklessly around the 
heart of the capital. 

Attempting to out-drive the 
police, the manic driver sped 
through a red light and subse- 
quently ran into a second vehicle 
in which a couple were travelling. 
In total, the incident resulted in one 
death and numerous injuries. 

As the accident occurred on 
the 2^ Circular/Avenida da 
Alameda das Torres intersection 
the driver fled from the vehicle, 
though the remaining criminals, 
a 25-year-old woman and a 19- 
year-old man, were detained. 
After interrogation, the driver 
was identified and successfully 
detained.

After 56 days of murky 
skies, frigid days and frosty 
nights, plus more rain in Paris 
than we had all last winter in 
Portugal, Don and I packed our 
clothes, cleaned up the 16* 
arrondisement apartment we 
had rented, prepared our two 
dogs for the long ride home and 
drove back to Portugal. . . two 
and a half weeks earlier than we 
had intended. Leaving Paris 
early would have been unthink- 
able, even heretical forme sev- 
eral years ago. It was my mecca, 
my haven for culture, glamour, 
excitement. But this trip soured 
us somewhat. Can I blame it on 
the weather? Not entirely. 

However, waking up to dark 
days was no fun. My former 
step-mother suffered from 
SAD, the Seasonal Affect Dis- 
order that sends many into de- 
pression when the long, dark 
days of winter descend in some 
parts of the world. I used to 
scoff at her maladjustment to 
East coast winters. She even 
bought special lights to help her 
overcome her lethargy. But af- 
ter seven weeks of gloomy 
skies, I began to sympathize 
with her. 

“Don, I think I have that SAD 
disorder that Marion had,” I 
wailed one particularly soggy 
Monday afternoon. I went to the 
Internet hoping that 
WWW. weather, com would pre- 
dict sun for the rest of the week, 
but the prognosticators prom- 
ised more of the same. 

It didn’t help when my 
friend, Maria, told me that 


Cascais was suffering from high 
winds and cool days. “ Not a 
normal summer,” she wrote. I 
began to long for her “not a nor- 
mal summer” and it wasn’t just 
the weather that was luring me 
back. I ’ d begun to talk (in Portu- 
guese) unusually animatedly and 
lengthily to the concierge in our 
building, the daughter of Portu- 
guese immigrants, who ’ d left the 
country over thirty years ago for 
abetter life economically in Paris. 
T eresa and I talked about the Lis- 
bon that she’d visited often and 
missed, even though she had 
never lived there. I’d brought 
some Portuguese candies to Paris 
and shared them with her. She 
savored them like they were the 
exorbitant caviar served (but we 
never sampled ) in the famous 
Pmnier Restaurant near our build- 
ing. 

One day Don exhorted me, 
“Snap out of it, Pat, “This is Paris.” 

So we grabbed our umbrellas, 
put on two layers of sweaters and 
headed for the newly refurbished 
Orangerie Museum in the 
Tuilleries Garden, which houses 
the world famous Monet 
“Waterlillies” collection. Several 
hours inside the round room with 
white couches in the middle de- 
signed to let one view the pano- 
ramic walls surrounded by the lil- 
ies in all season and lights, I 
cheered up. The mystique of 
Paris had taken hold once again. 
We left the museum deciding to 
visit Givemey, Monet’s home 
where he got the inspiration for 
the gorgeous flowers in the 
Orangerie. The following Sunday, 
with friends visiting from Lon- 
don, we drive to the town, 45 
minutes from Paris, near the town 
of Vernon and delighted in the 
country air and magnificent gar- 
dens, now maintained by the 
F oundation Claude Monet.(Ope« 
daily except Mondays from 9.30 
a.m. to 6.00 p.m. from April 1st 
to October 31st.) 


Our days were always like that 
in Paris this summer: inventing 
activities that would make us re- 
member how fortunate we were 
to be in the City of Light, even 
though this summer the light 
eluded us most days. We had 
meals with friends on the lively 
Rue Cler on the left bank, de- 
lighted in the Disney film 
“Ratatouille” twice and enter- 
tained frequently in our tempo- 
rary apartment which had a relic 
from the past: a separate dining 
room. Two friends from Portugal 
came over one evening as they 
passed through Paris. I asked 
them questions about “home” re- 
alizing that I was missing much 
more than the weather. Saudades, 
the untranslatable feeling of long- 
ing had set in. And in the end, even 
Don admitted that the dark days 
and cold nights were getting to 
him. TheFrench seemed unaware: 
teenagers skateboarded up and 
down our street in sleeveless 
shirts and shorts. “The young,” 
Don said as he zipped up his lined 
jacket even tighter around his 
neck. 

Probably neither Don nor I 
wanted to be the one to say, 
“Let’s go,” but on a Thursday 
afternoon after one more round of 
CNN’s repeated news I said it. 
“Don, I miss Portugal. The sun, 
our friends, the water.” “So, it’s 
more than the weather,” he said. 

“Yes,” I admitted. “I miss 
home!” 

“OK,” he chimed in, a little too 
easily for me to believe that he 
wasn’t feeling some of the same 
nostalgia. “Then let’ s go home.” 
And then the drive from Paris to 
Cascais: Portuguese friends say 
they do it in one stretch; they al- 
ternate drivers and most likely ex- 
ceed the posted and liberal speed 
limits. But even in our pre-Por- 
tugal excitement, we knew we ’ d 
drive back with cahn. We made our 
traditional stop in Bordeaux the 
first night (the Novotel chain ac-

cepts dogs and has the most 
comfortable beds we’ve found 
in our travels). The second night 
we stop in Valladolid, north- 
west of Madrid, again at a 
Novotel, much more modem 
than the one in Bordeaux with 
an excellent restaurant. But the 
crowning moment came as we 
drove into Cascais last Wednes- 
day evening. The sun was set- 
ting on Cascais Bay, Don went 
into the frango shop to get us a 
grilled chicken for dinner ( at one 
third of the price we had to pay 
in Paris), and we knew we’d 
made the right decision. 

I walked into our apartment, 
opened the terrace door and wa- 
tered the plants, breathing the 
clean, clear Portuguese air. Our 
neighbor had come over daily, 
so all our pottedplants had flour- 
ished in our absence. But the 
simple ritual of hosing off the 
tiles, nurturing our flowers and 
greens was my way of bringing 
us into the space I’d come to 
miss more than I had ever antici- 
pated. The weather here coop- 
erated as well when we woke up 
on our first morning back to the 
unmistakable blue of a Portu- 
guese sky, the warmth of a sum- 
mer morning and the friendly 
voice of our Portuguese 
neighbor who greeted me as I 
walked the dogs, "'Bern vindo. 
Welcome home” Then he said, 
“But I thought you were com- 
ing back only in September.” I 
stammered out the only answer 
I could come up with: 
''Saudades f I said. He smiled 
and answered, “We are not 
Paris, but we are very a good 
people.” "Simf I answered, 
appreciating his words with 
deeper understanding than 
when we ’ d left two long months 
before.

Tram passengers on the up 

For the first time in 1 5 years, the number of people opting for the tram as 
their chosen mode of transport has risen. According to figures from Garris, 
in 2006 some 678 thousand passengers more travelled on the 
environmentally friendly network, despite two of the city’s main funiculars 
(Gloria and Lavra) being out of order. It is probable that nearly two million 
passengers were not accounted for. 


In total, an estimated 18,6 mil- 
lionpassengers ehose the tramnet- 
work to make their way around the 
city. 

At the same time, Garris’ bus 
networkhas registered a slight loss 
of passengers, though, aeeording 
to a spokesperson, this has been 


eontrolled and it is believed that 
figures will again begin to rise, 
mueh as happened with the sub- 
way system. 

Petrol priee rises have been 
eleeted as the main cause for pas- 
sengers’ shift in transportation 
preferences, as the strain on the

Tieket revenue now covers 
fifty per eent of Garris’ overall 
tram maintenanee, having in- 
creased by seven per eent in the 
past two years. However, buses 
prove more effieient with tieket 
revenue eovering 65 per eent of 
global outflow. Garris have also 
announeed that the Gloria funieu- 
lar will be up and running during 
the second week of September.

Founded by 34-year-old 
Sandra da Silva, the spa also 
stumbled aeross another niehe it 
now aims to fill following the me- 
dia-hyped Madeleine MeCann 
ease - training dogs to deteet the 
seent of eorpses to help with 
poliee investigations. 

One of the resort ’ s present pa- 
trons, a five-month-old brown 
puppy named Joe, has revealed 
a partieular talent in this area, and 
eould beeome Dogspa’ s first 


graduate. 

Aeeording to the owner, in 
Portugal, there are no poliee dogs 
fully trained in the issue.

ASAE’s aetions, though 
added, “It is a shame they 
didn’t tell us everything during 
the first inspeetion”. 

“Nikki Beaeh has all of its li- 
eenees”, she eontinued, “But as 
it belongs to the Tivoli group, 
they keep hold of them”.

Maeario Correia aeeuses of be- 
ing responsible for an illegal 
projeet that was embargoed in 
2005. 

Mayor Correia said, “The ae- 
eusations are eompletely un- 
founded and were expeeted, fol- 
lowing threats by a eitizen who 
took advantage of someone 
else’ s mental health to promote 
illegal works”. 

The 43 -year-old woman’s in- 
stability has apparently been 
proven by eleven medical assess- 
ments from three different doe- 
tors, all eonfirming her ineapabil- 
ity to work, and is reportedly to 
be absent from her offiee “until 
at least the end of November”. 


Following in the footsteps of 
Lisbon and Bareelona, Portimao 
launehed the over- 1 8 ’ s exhibi- 
tion with full gusto, and, de- 
spite the rather priey €20 entry 
fee, thousands of eurious (and 
some rather bashful) visitors 
made the way to the Expoarade 
pavilion.

in a tasteful and non-offensive 
fashion. 

Besides the 200 plus live 
aets, the three day affair also 
offered visitors the opportu- 
nity to see how an adult movie 
is made, and, for the very ad- 
venturous with few seruples, 
the opportunity to partieipate 
in a easting for aetors.

Smoking ban ... or not 

SIR, In response to the letter 
from David Fraser, I would like 
to say that while I understand his 
views on smoking ban, he is quite 
wrong in a number of his state- 
ments. Contrary to his state- 
ment, I do not know of ANY 
Irish smokers who think the ban 
is a good thing. Most smokers 
would agree that a ban in restau- 
rants is bearable and perhaps 
correct but none of my fellow 
smokers are either amazed that 
the Portuguese government have 
given a choice to bar owners nor 
are there no longer issues in Ire- 
land regarding smoking ban. 


In fact, the majority of my 
smoking friends now choose not 
to go out to bars at all, rather they 
invite friends over for drinks and 
drink at home. This is borne out 
by the huge surge in off-licence 
sales and the huge drop in Vint- 
ners revenue since introduction 
of smoking ban. On the down 
side, there is also the large rise in 
household fires due to people 
drinking and smoking at home. 

On any given night out, even 
nonsmokers will agree that the 
‘craic’ and fun is being had out- 
side the premises in the smok- 
ing areas. Groups are split up 
into smokers and non and it gen- 
erally makes for a very dis- 
jointed night. 

I have no doubt that smoking 
is bad for us, but then so is drink- 
ing alcohol and over eating along 
with many other things. I agree 
that non smokers should have 
the right to socialise in a non 
smoking environment, how- 
ever, it would be far more civi- 
lised to have smoking and non 
smoking bars, thereby giving 
people the choice and remove 
these draconian laws.

The smoking ban we were told 
would lead to a decrease in ciga- 
rette consumption andbe of great 
benefit to the health of the nation. 
It has certainly been extremely 
healthy for the bank accounts of 
share holders in Ireland’ s tobacco 
companies and gangs engaged in 
smuggling 

They said the smoking ban 
would lead to a drop in cigarette 
consumption in Ireland, but re- 
cent figures show the exact op- 
posite is happening. Cigarette 
manufacturers and smugglers 
have seen a huge boom in busi- 
ness since the smoking ban was 
introduced. 

A telling statistic to have 
emerged is that in 2002 surveys 
showed that 20% of teenagers 
aged 15-17 in Ireland classed 
themselves as smokers.

or new houses are a licence to 
print money.

Goodproducts 
will always sell if promoted and 
at a fair market price.

During most of that time they have studied the 
natural history, handicrafts, traditions and many other 
aspects of the country in which they have made their 
home. For many years Madge and John have written 
about Portugal and for over twelve years lectured on 
all its facets. On a regular basis they will be sharing 
with our readers some of the fascinating and to many 
unknown, place and traditions they have researched. 


and continued to the Convento 
de Freiras where we were given 
a guided tour of this early 1 
eentury building that had been 
occupied by nuns from the Or- 
der of Saint Franeis. Originally 
U-shaped, mueh of the original 
building has gone but the L- 
shaped part that remains was 
modified to its present state dur- 
ing the 1 8* eentury when it be- 
came the /greya Maf/nx- Parish 
Chureh - of Almeida. This has a 
very airy, clean interior with iron 
baleonies plus a wooden eeiling 
and wooden pews that were in- 
stalled at the time of the renova- 
tion. 

Strolling on through the quiet 
streets at lunch time, we arrived 
at the site of the former Igreja 
Matrix of Nossa Senhora das 
Candeias and cemetery, where 
the cloek tower that was eon- 
strueted in 1830 is sited. From 
here you will pass by the ruins of 
the eastle before you arrive at the 
Santo Antonio gate, that like the 
Sao Francisco entrance has a 
‘gate’ on eaeh side of the outer 
fortification wall. At this point it 
is interesting to enter into this 
‘tunnel’ to take in the thickness 
of the fortified walls that circum- 
navigate this stronghold and to 
appreciate the ineredible con- 
struetion of the 17* century be- 
fore the advent of modem teeh- 
nology and machinery. 

We then walked baek along 


Rua das Muralhas, the road that 
goes along the inner border of the 
walls to pass by the pousada - 
state inn - that was built during 
the 1970’s, and then on to the 
small museum of the Roda dos 
Expostos - wheels for the aban- 
doned, also known as rodas dos 
desprotegidos, (unprotected). 
These rotating cylinders on a ver- 
tical axel were open on one side 
and inserted in walls of offieial 
buildings. Unwanted babies 
were plaeed in these, the wheel 
then rotated to pass the babe in- 
side with the ‘donor’ therefore re- 
maining anonymous. This mu- 
seum is faseinating and shows 
statistics of the number of babies 
left there, numbers of ‘wet 
nurses’ plus showing a cot and 
christening gown, as all babies 
were baptised on arrival using 
officially approved names. 

Arriving baek at our entry 
point we went to look at the 
former Guard House that is now 
the Camera Municipal - Town 
Hall. An attractive, rather austere 
building with three arches and a 
earved eoat of arms prominently 
displayed above, before onee 
again passing through the Sao 
Francisco gate to the carpark and 
modem town. 

Driving away we looked baek 
at the massive walls that enelose 
this old town that will always 
remain an impressive memory 
for us. 
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Almeida 


Almeida is situated very near to the Spanish 
frontier and is accessed by travelling along the 
IPS, E80 from Guarda to Vilar Formoso, and 
just before the border turning northwards from 
exit 30 on to the N324 and then joining the 
N340 to reach this magnificent fortification, 
which, if seen from the air looks like a star with 
twelve points, hence its description on some of 
the official information leaflets as The Almeida 
Municipality, Star of Stone. 


With Elvas it is one of the two 
major fortresses that guarded 
the Portuguese from Spanish 
invaders. At this point Almeida 
was important for proteeting the 
erossings over the Coa river and 
the route via the Serra da Estrela 
to the Atlantic coast of Europe, 
and therefore in this strategic 
position it has been involved in 
many battles. 

In the 11* century Leonese 
monks captured the castle, the 
Portuguese crown also fought 
for this fortification, and there- 
fore over the ensuing two hun- 
dred years it was captured and 
recaptured several times in turn 
by Portuguese, Moors and 
Leonese. Dom Dinis who ruled 
from 1279 to 1325 granted 
Almeida a charter in 1296. This 
led to the Treaty of Alcaoices 
between Dom Dinis and Don 
Fernando of Castile and Leon, 
ratified in 1297 it granted 
Almeida and some other border- 
lands to Portugal. The castle was 
rebuilt and the surrounding 
walls extended. Dom Manuel I 
granted a new charter in 1510 
and added new defences against 
artillery bombardment as the 
previous fortifications were too 
flimsy now that gunpowder was 
being used. 

The main construction of this 
enormous defensive fortifica- 
tion began in 1641 although it 
was not completed until the end 
of the 1 8* century. Very little of 
the castle now remains, as this 
like so many others was de- 
stroyed by an enormous explo- 
sion. On this occasion it was 
during the Napoleonic conflict 


at the beginning of the 1 9* cen- 
tury, when more than a million 
cartridges and 70 tons of gun- 
powder were ignited by the 
French bombardment, but luck- 
ily the huge walls that encircle 
the town for a circumference of 
approximately 2,500 metres re- 
mained intact. 

We parked our car easily and 
entered through the Sao Fran- 
cisco main gate - sometimes 
referred to as the Cruz gate. This 
is in fact a double gate as the 
outer walls of the citadel are 
extremely thick with a gate on 
the inner and outer aspects. On 
either side within the wall there 
were guard-houses and accom- 
modation for officers, and it is 
within the walls at this point that 
you can obtain information and 
leaflets by visiting the turismo 
that is housed in the original 
building, thus giving an insight 
into the living conditions back 
in the 1 7* century. 

The first building that caught 
our eye on entering through this 
gate was that of the large, two- 
storey 1 8* century infantry bar- 
racks with twenty one arches at 
ground level and the corre- 
sponding number of small doors 
on the second floor that are sur- 
rounded by hewn stone frames 
and accessed from the outside by 
steps leading up, with a balcony 
wall of large cut granite blocks. 
Here and throughout the main 
parts of this old town we saw 
beautifully kept flower gardens 
with inviting seats placed in 
shady locations. 

We wandered on past the 1 7* 
century Misericdrdia Church 
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Following on from last week - more superfoods

Since then, the new generation 
of superliners has taken over, 
some twice Oriana’s size and 
even bigger. Plenty have become 
giant floating hotels or shopping 
malls. After a major upgrade last 
autumn Oriana, to her great 
credit, continues to set her own 
style: she’s Middle England at 
sea, when so many other ships 
adopt the brasher approach of 
the us/Caribbean cruise market. 

Although Oriana carried a full 
complement of 1 ,800 passengers 
on our trip, we ordered break- 
fast in our room - at no extra 
charge - to watch the sun com- 
ing up over the Atlantic break- 


ers entirely alone. 

In the sunbathing area of the 
raked decks at the back of the 
ship, famously featured in glossy 
ads, you fight a little harder for 
space. The morning newsletter 
warned against German tactics: 
towels are lifted from sunbeds 
after half an hour if bodies are not 
there to accompany them. 

There are still only a handful of 
shops on board, the cricket bats 
signedby Don Bradman and Colin 
Cowdrey are still proudly on 
showinthe Lord’s Tavembar, and 
apre-breakfast stroll on the prom- 
enade deck brings cheerful smiles 
of greeting from early retireds 
sporting the latest leisure gear.

The children’ s club around the 
pool is such a favourite with tod- 
dlers and younger teens that chil- 
dren groan and protest when par- 
ents turn up to reclaim them. 

One late night in the Crow’s 
Nest bar, as we savoured those 
rather romantic views across 
dark, deserted waves, I was 
amazed to see lights gently 
switched on - for a stirring lecture 
from a retired colonel on his 
memories of Mrs Thatcher and 
battles with the IRA. 

In line with the latest fashion, 
of course, Oriana will serve up 
meals around the clock in vari- 
ous bars on the lido deck. But 
why forgo the pleasant evening 
ritual of dressing to a modestly 
respectable level for either first 
or second sitting of dinner in the 
formal restaurants every bit as 
elegant today as they were a 
dozen years ago. 

We thought the quality of the 
food this time, preparedby a team 
under executive cheflan Summers 
and delivered at astonishing 
speed, was even better than on our 
first visit. It was certainly served 
with great panache by our team 
of waiters headed by Oliver, the 
gentlest of souls from Goa. 

Top chef Gary Rhodes has 
opened his own restaurant on 
Oriana, serving superb meals for 
£1 5/€22 extraperhead. But he may 
have his work cut out when meals 
included within the standardpack- 
age are of such high quality. 

So what else has changed on 
this splendid ship in a dozen 
years? 

Going on board for the first 
time, you no longer meet staff - 
wearing gloves, if my memory is 
accurate - waiting to carry hand 
luggage to the cabin. But it took 
only 48 minutes for us to get from 
the car on Southampton quay- 
side, through security, into the 
comfort of our cabin. No wonder 
cruising attracts so many who 
can’t face endless hassles at 
Heathrow and Gatwick. 

Another change is that cruis- 
ing has become a leading holiday 
option for the disabled. Every- 
thing on board the ship has been 
tailored to the needs of those who 
have trouble getting around, in- 
cluding seats specially reserved 
in the theatre for carers after they 
have manouevred wheelchairs 
into good vantage points. 

Special vehicles arrive on the 
quayside, ready to carry wheel- 
chairs on their own private tours. 
In the restaurant, it ’ s not unusual 
to see people lifted gently clear 
of the table - as they whizz off to 
enjoy the rest of the evening. I 
can’t imagine any other form of 
holiday which beats the handicap 
of illness and ageing so easily and 
painlessly. 

Perhaps because 60 is sup- 
posed to be the new 40 - or is it 
45? - there is more emphasis at 
sea on healthy living. Fora mere 


£30/€44, a computerised diag- 
nostic check-up with Marko, my 
personal trainer with a nutrition 
degree from Serbia, advised that 
osteoporosis was a strong pos- 
sibility unless I built up muscle 
strength and cut my intake of 
skimmed milk. 

“It’s full of metals,” boomed 
Marko. And he was rude about 
supermarket chickens, too. Natu- 
rally, I obeyed his command to 
take daily Pilates lessons (£5/€7.40 
per class). With fellow pupils ei- 
ther side of me aged 82 and 75, 
Marko swung into a masochistic 
routine that left me gasping while 
classmates looked on in pity. 

The only change for the worse, 
so far as we could see, is that there 
is greateronboardpressuretosell 
you things. Before each stop, 
there’s even a duty-free sale of 
‘take ashore’ items - from Fa- 



mous Grouse to 200-packs of 
Benson & Hedges - to boost tak- 
ings. And with an eye to ‘consul- 
tations’ later, experts advise on 
youthful-looking skin, flatter 
stomachs, non-invasive weight 
loss therapy, botox without the 
needles and even removing hairs 
from unkempt male nostrils. 

My impression is that cruise 
firms are under such pressure to 
keep headline prices low that 
they need to squeeze more cash 
from our pockets once we get on 
board. Even I drew the line when 
mighty Marko suggested that I 
splashed a three figure sum on his 
seaweed detox that I would need 
“every six or seven years”. I set- 
tled instead for 30 minutes a day 
on the treadmill in the gym, 
which recorded a painstaking 
loss of 506 calories each time. 

With so many things to do on 
board, ports of call passed in 
something of a blur - and few 
passengers seemed bothered 
about where they went anyway. 

The city of Corunna is a nicer 
comer of Northern Spain than it 
looks at first sight. Santa Cmz, 
on the northern shore of T enerife, 
is being impressively revamped 
to give this beleagured island a 
new, upmarket image. Lanzarote 
I can’t recall with pleasure, be- 
cause I ended up amid the boozy 
bars of Puerto del Carmen but 
Madeira is the perfect pitstop on 
any voyage. That first glimpse of 
Funchal climbing endlessly up a 
steep hillside as you pull back the 


curtains can’t fail to take your 
breath away. 

When we climbed the elegant 
flower gardens of Funchal to look 
down on Oriana, in harbour, be- 
decked in flags from stem to 
stem, I realised how misguided 
is the ‘ expert’ who wrote that the 
QE2 is the last ship to actually 
look like a cmise ship. Oriana is a 
stunner too. If you can get on 
board, for £ 1 00/€ 1 48 per person 
per day, with all meals and enter- 
tainment provided and occasional 
ice creams thrown in for free, the 
opportunity shouldn’t be 
missed.

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Breaking up is hard to do 


New statistics show over a third of children aged 12 to 15 live with 
single, remarried or step-parents. Karen and Nick Woodall, authors of 
Putting Children First, explain how to maintain a healthy family life 
after the split. 


All too often when parents 
split up, it’s the children who 
suffer as much, if not more, than 
anyone. 

But many parents find it hard 
to look at the situation from their 
children’s perspective, and in- 
stead treat them as a possession 
in the split. 

However, what’s almost uni- 


versally the case, say Nick and 
Karen Woodall, authors of a 
new book on separated parent- 
hood, Putting Children First, is 
the fact that both parents want 
what’s best for the children. 

“Increasingly, both parents 
continue to be involved in their 
children’s lives after separa- 
tion,” Nick says. “If it’s done 


positively, that can be a real ben- 
efit to the children, but it can 
have a negative effect if there’s 
conflict.” 

“Children can experience a 
wide range of problems when 
their parents separate like feel- 
ing responsible, or believing 
they can get their parents back 
together,” adds Karen. “There’s 
a huge psychological challenge 
for them, and parental conflict 
will make it worse.” 

The Woodalls run the Centre 
for Separated Parents in York, 
and have included techniques 
they employ at the centre in their 
book. These include tips on how 
parents can spot that children 
aren’t coping with the separa- 
tion. 

“They’ll look for the reason 
it ’ s happened, and try to use lots 
of reunification tactics to try to 
get their parents back together,” 
says Karen. “It should be the 
parents taking responsibility for 
the situation. Children have to 
remain as children.” 

And what can make things 
even worse, she says, is when the 
children are used as an emo- 
tional weapon. 

“Parents quite often feel the 
child simply belongs to them. 
The child becomes the centre 
ground, and it’s an incredibly 
difficult thing for parents to un- 
pick. 

“The child is the physical 
embodiment of the love between 
two people, and when the love 
has gone, if s easy to see how one 
parent wants to remove the child 
from the influence of the other. 


“One of the hardest things we 
have to do is to get parents to 
separate the end of their adult 
relationship from the ongoing 
relationship they have with their 
children.” 

The Woodalls warn that par- 
ents are often unaware of the 
effect their conflict is having on 
their children. Warning signs 
that a young child isn’t coping 
with the separation can range 
from bed-wetting, nightmares 
and tantrums to behavioural re- 
gression. Five to 11 -year-olds 
may try to ‘manage’ the parent 
left behind, while teenagers can 
react by rejecting one or both 
parents. 

Nick says: “Children need to 
articulate their own concerns 
and fears about the separation. 
We try to get parents to focus on 
what it’s like for the children.” 

Parents can encourage 
younger children to use story- 
telling and drawing to express 
themselves, and it’s vital that 
mum and dad try to communi- 
cate with each other about their 
children, finding out things as 
simple as the good work they’ve 
done at school, for example. 

The book includes strategies 
to reduce conflict over issues 
such as contact, and gives ideas 
on parenting plans and meet- 
ings, scripted phone calls and 
even ‘co-operative parenting 
contracts’. 

“We’re trying to get parents 
to think clearly about what 
they’re doing,” says Nick. “It’s 
not just about reducing conflict, 
it’s about getting both parents 
as emotionally involved as they 
should be with their children.” 

Putting Children First, by 
Nick and Karen Woodall, is 
published by Piatkus.

Did you know. 


A child learning to ride a 
bike or captaining a sports 
team makes most parents 
proud - but many of their kids 
believe getting their name in 
the local paper would make 
them even prouder. 

New research shows that 
two-fifths of UK children think 
their parents would be most 
proud of getting their achieve- 
ments recognised in the local 
rag. And the study by soft drink 
manufacturers Sunny D also 
found that a quarter of kids be- 
lieve meeting a celebrity 
would make them happy. 

This came higher than more 
traditional activities like sing-

When asked to name key 
skills and achievements for all 
children before becoming a 
teenager, one in 10 said meet- 
ing a celebrity. But they also 
nominated more traditional ac- 
tivities such as learning to swim 
and ride a bike, or going to the 
zoo or a theme park. In addition, 
they said choosing how to spend 
their pocket money and picking 
their own haircut were key 
achievements for growing up. 

The influence of parents de- 
creases dramatically at the age 
of 12, with only 18% of 12-year- 
olds saying their parents had the 
most influence over their activi- 


ties, with friends getting 26% of 
the vote. 

Paul Nicholls from Sunny D 
says: “We wanted to find out 
what kids and their parents con- 
sider are the key skills and ex- 
periences for all children to 


achieve. The difference be- 
tween the two lists is really 
revealing, but if s encouraging 
that core skills such as riding 
a bike and learning to swim are 
as motivating for kids as they 
are for adults.”

Quick Fix - short answers 
to tricky questions 

Q: I’ve just tiled my kitchen but a few of the tiles are wonky and stick out higher than the rest. 
Should I redo those tiles now or leave them for a bit to see if I can live with them? 


A: If you’re unhappy with the 
tiles, remove them sooner rather 
than later. Although tile adhe- 
sive appears to set hard 24 hours 
after tiling, it’s aetually quite 
soft under the tiles for several 
days afterwards. Use a sharp 
ehisel and a hammer to gently 
loosen around the edges of eaeh 
tile and then prise them out with- 
out damaging the surrounding 


tiles. You’ll find this easier than 
you think, so don’t be heavy 
handed. Use new tiles, rather 
than trying to get all the adhe- 
sive and grout off the existing 
ones, and serape eaeh area elean 
on the wall, ready for the new 
tiles. Use tile spaeers to ensure 
the new tiles are straight and use 
less adhesive, then they won’t 
stiek out higher than the rest.

Short answers to 
tricky questions 

Q: What’s the easiest sort 
of wallpaper to put up? I’m a 
wallpaper noviee and am 
rather nervous about taekling 
this job. 

A: Paste-the-wall wallpa- 
pers and lining papers are 
ideal for you because the pa- 
per is dry when you hang it, 
instead of soaked in paste, so 
it’s less likely to tear and is 
easier to handle. 

You don’t need to allow 
time for the paste to soak into 
the paper, making the job 
quieker, and you don’t need a 
wallpaper pasting table, 
whieh takes up a lot of room. 

You ean apply the paste to 
the wall with a brush, though 
an emulsion roller is the 
quiekest and easiest way to 
eover lots of wall. To make 
the j ob more manageable, just 
apply enough paste for one 
strip at a time.

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Best of the Bunch 

Sunflower (Helianthus) 

If you want to get your children interested in gardening, these 
big, bold beauties are a great starting point. Easy to grow from 
seed and big enough for little hands to handle, these reliable 
annuals produce stunning flowers in dazzling yellows through 
to burnt oranges. They can grow to more than 1 .8m tall or you 
can grow smaller, bushier varieties. 

Good choices include H. ‘Velvet Queen’, which has sumptu- 
ous red petals with chocolate centres and grows to around 1 .5m 
tall, and ‘Pastiche’, inmixedreds, yellows andbuffs. The flow- 
ers appear on multi-stemmed plants and grow up to 1.5m tall. 
Sunflowers like fertile soil in a sunny spot and should be well 
watered. Leave the heads on after they are past their best, as 
they provide seeds for the birds. 


When you take a cutting from 
any plant, first check that it is 
healthy, free of pests and dis- 
eases and is true to type. Cuttings 
taken from non- flowering stems 
will have more of the hormones 
needed for successful rooting 
than stems with flowers. If there 
are flowers or buds on the stem, 
cut them off as they will be us- 
ing energy needed for making 
roots. T ake cuttings in the morn- 
ing to avoid wilting. 

Look for healthy shoots of the 
current season’s growth. With a 
sharp knife or secateurs cut off a 
shoot, at an angle, about 20cm 
long. The cut shouldbe made just 
below a leaf node - the point on a 
stem where leaves grow from. 

Remove any leaves from the 
lower part of the shoot. Cut off 
the soft new growth at the top of 
the shoot just above a leaf joint. 
The length of the stem should 
be reduced to about 15cm. On 
large-leaved shrubs, cut the 
leaves in half to reduce water 
loss from the foliage. 

Dip the cutting base in fresh 
rooting hormone powder, ensur- 
ing that the basal cut is well cov- 
ered, and tap off any excess pow- 
der. Insert the cuttings into suit- 
able containers of free-draining 
compost with 50% sharp sand 
and keep in covered pots with a 
plastic bag and put in a warm 
shady place, removing excess 
moisture but keeping compost 
damp. Remove any dead or dis- 
eased material that may appear. 

It should take the cuttings 
about a month to root. Keep the 
compost moist initially but in 
winter only water if the compost 
is dry. They will then need hard- 
ening off for a few weeks before 
potting on. They will need pro- 
tection over the winter when 
they should be ready to plant out.

If you want to increase your stock for next year, you can start off by 
taking semi-ripe cuttings from all sorts of shrubs and herbs, soft fruit 
and lavender, now through to the first half of September. 


New gardeners can be con- 
fused with the terminology and 
when to take cuttings. Softwood 
cuttings are taken in late spring 
and early summer, taking young 
shoots from parent plants before 
the shoots become woody and 
hard. The cuttings are soft, short 
and quick to root, and need to 


be kept in a moist atmosphere. 

By mid to late summer, the 
stems have hardened and are re- 
ferred to as semi-ripe. Semi-ripe 
cuttings should be taken when 
new shoots from this year’s 
growth have started turning 
slightly woody at the base. The 
cutting is quite hard while the 


tip is still soft. They take longer 
to root than softwood cuttings, 
so the cutting should be slightly 
longer, and are used for decidu- 
ous plants that root easily such 
as Salvia microphylla, hebe, 
hedera, and lavandula. 

Before taking any cuttings it’ s 
a good idea to prepare the plant 
in advance so that it has plenty 
of strong growth that can be uti- 
lised. To do this, cut back the 
plant quite hard at the start of the 
dormant season and use the 
strong new growth which is pro- 
duced the following year.

What’s in store 

During the hot summer months it is not always a good idea 
to plant trees and shrubs, but if you have the facilities for look- 
ing after container grown plants until the optimum time for 
planting you can visit garden centres to choose the best for 
your garden. 

Schinus molle also known as the Pepper Tree or Peruvian 
Mastic Tree is not suitable for small gardens as they grow to 
between 10 and 25 metres with a spread of up to 5 metres. As 
they are either male or female you do need to plant one of each 
sex to obtain the best from these dainty looking trees with their 
slender hanging branches, and during autumn dainty hanging 
red berries. Grow in a good soil mixture in full sun but do give 
some winter protection if temperatures are likely to drop to 
below 5“C, although ours have survived short spells below 
freezing. 

The Melaleucas are very like the popular Bottle Brush trees 
to look at. Their flowers are either red or white according to 
the variety with a smaller white one often used as an attractive 
hedging plant. Their height and spread ranges from one to five 
metres, again depending on the variety. Grow them in a fertile, 
well drained soil in full sun but shelter them if there are cold 
winds. In winter do give protection if the temperature is likely 
to drop below 5“C although, like the previous plant ours has 
survived spells well below freezing. 

Escallonias are also evergreen like the two previous men- 
tioned plants. They have small flowers of either pink, white or 
red according to the variety and flower through many months 
of the summer. They can be grown as hedges, against walls or 
in shrubberies and some varieties can be used as windbreaks 
although many do need to be protected from cold drying winds. 
Grow them in a good soil mixture that is well drained and in 
full sun. Some Escallonias are hardy so do ask in the garden 
centre when buying them, although many of those that are not 
hardy will, like the previous two species, withstand short spells 
of frost but not for prolonged periods.

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Wardrobe wizardry 

■ Struggling to separate your summer clothes from your winter wear 
because your wardrobe’s bulging at the seams? You’re not alone - a 
recent survey found 90% of women end up with two wardrobes to solve 
the problem. We find winning wardrobes and wisdom on making the space 
work well. 



It’ s difficult to love something 
that holds all the horrible seerets 
of those unwise shopping 
sprees, and often messes up your 
relationships. 

We ’ re talking ab out the ward- 
robe - something whieh should 
be a smart home to hang elothes, 
but as often as not bulges alarm- 
ingly with too many garments, 
and is most likely to fuel frietion 
in the boudoir. 

While the quaintly termed 
‘unwanted amorous advanees’ 
eame top in a poll of bedroom 
grievanees between eouples, a 
reeent survey by Harveys furni- 
ture stores reveals that the sec- 
ond biggest eause of rows is one 
partner ‘taking up too much 
wardrobe spaee’. 

This is elosely followedby the 
infuriating habit to the tidy- 
minded of ‘leaving-clothes-ly- 
ing-around’ (this phrase is usu- 
ally said slowly between gritted 
teeth). 

Wardrobe wisdom is obvi- 
ously needed, partieularly as 
we’ve never needed so mueh 
suitable hanging space. 

We buy so many elothes these 
days around 33% of women and 
18% of men are even driven to 
using the spare room as extra 
spaee to house them all. 


But Kate Hardeastle, from the 
furnishings company Halo, says 
reassuringly: “A new wardrobe 
that suits your needs ean bring 
your whole bedroom into bal- 
anee. It ean transform your room 
from a no-go zone to a stress-free 
haven. 

“Too many people are unre- 
alistie about the size of wardrobe 
they need - one that’s too small 
means you just end up with un- 
sightly elutter spilling every- 
where.” 

She lays out the rules for 
wardrobe etiquette: “Complete 
honesty is the best poliey for 
eouples,” she stresses. “Faee it, 
as a woman you will have more 
elothes than your partner so opt 
for a triple wardrobe if you’ve 
got the room. 

“Don’t be preeious about your 
spaee - keep unseasonal clothes 
in airtight storage to make more 
room for your partner. Look for 
wardrobes that offer extra stor- 
age like shoe tidies and tie 
raeks.” 

This latter tip eould be a key 
relationship saver, as Harveys’ 
survey found that the majority 
of women had up to 40 pairs of 
shoes in their wardrobes, and 
stumbling painfully aeross 
rogue stilettos littered aeross the 


floor late at night eould dull his 
passion. 

So take time to piek the right 
wardrobe - it eould not only en- 
sure better eared for clothes but 
also less bedroom biekering. 

Wardrobe Wisdom 

Avoid overloading your 
wardrobe by having a twiee a 
year clear-out, disearding any- 
thing you haven ’ t worn in a year 
or that doesn’t fit. 

Move out of season 
elothes out of the way under the 
bed or in the loft in moth-proof 
boxes. Companies like 
Lakeland and The Holding 
Company have brilliant ranges 
to help you sort and store. 

Work out how much

with this calculation: 10 thin or 
six bulky items take up about 
lOem of space.

Curves and soft eolours suit 
that feminine retreat and Kate 
advises: “A wardrobe’s the 
most prominent piece of furni- 
ture in a bedroom and eannot 
be a shrinking violet. 

“Instead make a statement 
with something that stuns. A 
Freneh painted or vintage an- 
tique look will make a bold 
deelaration.”

Over centuries numerous inter- 
national colonies have harmoni- 
ously blended in Suriname, pro- 
ducing a heritage and a cuisine that 
is as distinct, colourful and as fla- 
voursome as its people. Locatedin 
Alvor, Faj a Lobi is the region’ s first 
authentic Surinamese restaurant, 
whose chef, Surinam-bom F arida 
Rahiembaks, follows time-hon- 
oured traditional recipes that she 
learnt from her mother and grand- 
mother.

try it. I know everyone will love 
my food”, says the colourful 
character. 

Lively and vibrant, Farida is 
more than happy to take two 
minutes out from her hectic 
kitchen (she is rather reluctant to 
delegate, so carries out most of 
the cooking herself) and sit down 
with patrons to discuss her food, 
country, roots or anything else 
that may come up . And when you 
pop in, make sure you look 
through a large book F arida keeps 
on the restaurant’ s counter about 
her homeland - it is a fascinating 
peek into a little known country 
that perfectly rounds off the 
evening ’ s meal, leaving you with 
a feeling you are reluctantly draw- 
ing to the end of an exotic holiday. 


Comprising a beautiful wait- 
ing area and bar, the restaurant 
also has smoking and non- smok- 
ing rooms. 

On the menu are traditional 
Surinam meals, with starters in- 
cluding Pitj el (blanched vegeta- 
bles with a special peanut butter 
sauce), and Loempias (spring 
rolls stuffed with chicken). These 
round off a house appetiser made 
of fresh baked bread, a selection 
of tapas, and homemade garlic 
and chive butter. 

Main meals include a delicious 
Bami Goring with chicken (fried 
noodles with soya sauce and 
soya-marinated chicken baked in 
the oven), and Nasi Goring with 
satay chicken (fried rice with 
soya sauce and chicken satay with 
peanut butter sauce). 

Main dishes are prepared on 
the spot with fresh, authentic 
ingredients that are either im- 
ported from Holland (a main im- 
porter of Surinam produce due to 


its large Dutch colony and his- 
torical ties), or home grown. 

Largely influenced by Indone- 
sian cuisines, all main dishes can 
be made as spicy or as mild as cli- 
ents like by adding freshly 
chopped chilli. 

Farida moved to Holland 
when she was seven, where she 
spent her life up until four years 
ago. It was there that she met her 
husband, Peter Leenders, and, 
after holidaying for many years 
in Portugal, they decided to set 
up home here one and a half years 
ago. “We chose Portugal because 
it reminded me a little of the at- 
mosphere in my homeland”, says 
Farida, “it is colourful and laid- 
back”. 

Faja Lobi was bom, as “I 
wanted another challenge”, she 
explains, “Everyone I had ever 
cooked for fell in love with my 
food, and, as far as we knew, there 
was no Surinamese restaurant in 
the Algarve, so I decided to open 
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my own restaurant. I wanted to 
introduee Portugal to something 
a little different”. 

Opened just over two months 
ago, FajaLobi has already caused 
a stir. Whilst there, be sure to try 
a Surinamese delicacy, firedblack 
banana, or, as dessert, a fabulous 
dessert platter for two compris- 
ing fresh fruit, ice-cream and 
home-baked Suriname and Dutch 
cakes, or other unique Interna- 
tional dishes, such as ‘Beef Italy’ 
(beef with parmesan cheese), or 


lamb honey rack.

BOOK REVIEW 



Bones To Ashes 

By Kathy Reichs, is published 
in hardback by William 
Heinemann. 

Bones To Ashes is the latest in 
Reich’s series of novels based 
around the character of forensic 
pathologist T emperance ‘ T empe ’ 
Brennan. Livingwithher catBirdie 
and her parakeet Charlie, she’s 
fighting her own problems with 
alcohol and on-off relationships 
with a workmate and ex-husband 
as well as the darker side ofhuman- 
ity. Not to mention her feckless, 
‘helpful’ sister Harry. 

Brennan is known for her sensi- 
tive and compassionate dealing 
with the dead and theirrelatives and 
this, her latest offering, doesn’t 
disappoint, being based around the 
death of young girls. Indeed, it 
seems that the corpses of young 
females needing to be matched up 
with both perpetrators and miss- 
ing children lists abound . 

The novel opens with a philo- 
sophical spiel on the nature of 
death - the possibility of heaven 
and hell and possible afterlife as 
taught by the nuns of Brennan’s 
school days. She remembers her 
younger brother’s death through 
leukaemia and it’ s devastating ef- 
fect on her family, the sadness that 
followed, the death of her alco- 
hohc father, the move to her grand- 


mothers and - vital to the plot - the 
strange disappearance ofher child- 
hood friend, Evangeline. 

You ’ 11 find out a lot more than 
you might want to know about the 
aftermath of death in this novel - 
but that makes sense since it’s 
written by an expert witness/fo- 
rensic pathologist. You’ll learn 
abut putrefaction, mummifica- 
tion, and saponification - the three 
states of decomposition to which 
a corpse will adhere to. But even 
in the midst of decay and death, 
courtesy is shown to the dead, and 
this is not a horror gore-fest. 

A child’ s unidentified, old sto- 
len corpse makes Tempe start 
wondering what happened to her 
childhood friend. Could it even be 
her? Starting a search into what 
happened to Evangeline, Brennan 
finds her sister married to an abu- 
sive husband and acting very 
cagey when interviewed. Events 
escalate and facts are unearthed 
which tie in an investigation look- 
ing for missing children and apho- 
tographer possibly shooting un- 
der-age pom. 

But when a book of poetry 
shows up (the Bones To Ashes of 
the title), Brennan is left wonder- 
ing if this could have been written 
by a grown-up Evangeline or 
whether her childhood friend is 
now reduced to bones in her labo- 
ratory? Delia Barnard

Production designer Mark

Alwin Kuchler create a stun- 
ning vision of the near future. 
Labyrinthine corridors and 
foreboding chambers, reminis- 
cent of the claustrophobic inte- 
riors of the Nostromo in 
Ridley’s Scott’s seminal 1979 
film Alien, contrast with spec- 
tacular sequences in deep space, 
brought to life with dazzling 
special effects.

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The Beatles 


No explanation is necessary. 
Rare is the person who has not 
heard of the Beatles or listened 
to their music. Their enduring 
popularity spanned the conti- 
nents. In June, the worldremem- 
bered the 40* anniversary of 
their groundbreaking Sgt. Pep- 
per’ s Lonely Hearts Club Band. 

Most other recordings up 
until 1 967 were a collection of 
one or two hits padded with 
filler songs. However, the 
Beatles filled Sgt. Pepper’s 
with a unifying theme, no si- 
lence between the songs, 
printed lyrics on the record 
jacket and took advantage of 
multitrack recording tech- 
niques. These were all firsts for 
rock bands. 

Beatles fans can be found in 
more than four decades, includ- 
ing many people bom in the 
nineties.

Just 
as fans around the world were 
attracted to the incredibly 
catchy, singable, fresh, and vi- 
brant music of the Beatles, be- 
lievers should attract others to 
our Lord and Savior. Are people 
being drawn to Jesus because of 


what they see in me? 

As individuals, John Lennon, 
Paul McCartney, Ringo Starr, 
and George Harrison were good, 
but not great musicians. After 
their band broke up in 1 970 the 
individual success of each mu- 
sicianneverdidrivalthe success 
they had as The Beatles. Only 
as a band, as a team of musicians 
in their unique and distinct per- 
sonalities and style, did they 
produce exceptional music that 
is still enjoyed and appreciated 
today by many fans. 

Here I am reminded of the 
image of the body of Christ, 
working together to further the 
mission of Jesus on earth. Indi- 
vidually we will never accom- 
plish the rich, complex, diverse, 
enduring communication of the 
gospel. Certainly each of us 
should live Christ and share His 
tmth with those around us. 
However, when we come to- 
gether in ministry, our effective- 
ness is multiplied.

Driving in Portugal is like a 
Hollywood movie 

SIR, After a relaxing holiday in 
the Algarve I had an awful expe- 
rience on the A2 highway back to 
Lisbon. I am a defensive driver. I 
observe the 2 second gap rule and 
try to stay out of the way of the 
‘tail-gaters’ that blaze down the 
highways in theirbig fast cars bul- 
lying anyone not going as fast as 
them. During my journey I was 
overtaking a long line of slow cars. 
A big, black 4 WD Mercedes ap- 
proached and hovered about a 
meter from my bumper. As he 
overtook me I gestured to him as 
a way of expressing my frustra- 
tion with his impatience and dis- 
regard for safety. He swerved in 
front of me and at 120km/hr he hit 
the brakes! Luckily, I managed to 
brake and avoided driving directly 
into him. He pulled up beside me 
and gestured at me that he wanted 
to hit me, he then pulled off into a 
petrol station and I just carried on 
intotalshock. This man couldhave 
caused injury or death to not just 
me but several people behind me 
and his own family. He displayed 
such lack of control over his base 
instincts that I still can’t believe 
it. It infuriates me that everyone 
on the road is not aware of how 
dangerous it really is. Portugual 
has one of the worst road fatality 
records in Europe, so why are the 
awareness campaigns so innocu- 
ous? They seem to politely sug- 
gest rather than shock. An exam- 
ple is the faded old cartoon poster 
with a wine glass on a road with 
the slogan “Nao beba”. People 
need to see vivid, gmesome images 
to make the connection. 

My fear is that the people re- 




sponsible for creating campaigns 
also treat the highways like the 
Nascarrace andbelieve itto be the 
way people should drive. 

There seems to be a lot of con- 
fusionbetween whatmakes a good 
driver and what makes a skilled 
driver and after my recent experi- 
ence I think stringent psychologi- 
cal evaluations should be con- 
ducted during licensing to weed 
out people that see themselves as 
low-level superheroes in a Holly- 
wood film.

Immigrant associations 
have this week warned that 
despite figures for 2006 
showing that the number of 
Eastern Europeans residing 
in Portugal has dropped to 
new lows, citizens from 
countries such as Senegal, 
Guinea and India are now 
looking to Portugal to build 
a new future or to use the 
country as a stepping-stone 
to gain access to other Euro- 
pean Union member states. 

In comments to Publico.^ 
Timoteo Macedo, chairman 
of Portugal’s largest immi- 
grant association, 

Solidariedade Imigrante, ex- 
plains: “We have seen a dra- 
matic increase in the arrival 
of illegal immigrants the 
past few weeks. We are cur- 
rently dealing with 500 cases 
a day, which is five times 
more than usual. Most of the 
people, who have arrived re- 
cently came from other Eu- 
ropean nations, especially 
Spain and Italy.”

The majority of these new 
arrivals, explains Mr Macedo, 
are either Africans or Asians. 
Meanwhile, hundreds of ille- 
gal Indian citizens announced 
earlier this week they will be 
staging a protest outside the 
Indian Embassy in Lisbon in an 
attempt to have their legalisa- 
tion expedited, citing the leg- 
islation. 

But there is also a growing 
number of immigrants arriv- 
ing at Portuguese beaches, 
stressed Mr Macedo. 

“There is a growing 
number of people arriving by 
boat from Guinea and Sen- 
egal and who are victims of 
human trafficking”, saying 
that his organisation alone 
has dealt with 20 such cases 
the past month. 

Blame has been laid 
squarely on the government’s 
shoulders for the latest influx 
of illegal immigrants into the 
country. 

Immigrant associations 
have criticised the Minister of 
Home Affairs Rui Pereira for 
saying the law permitting the 


extraordinary legalisation 
of clandestine citizens liv- 
ing and working in Portugal 
had come into force, only to 
suspend the process at the 
beginning of August when 
the government was “caught 
off guard by the huge 
number of legalisation re- 
quests”. 

According to figures sup- 
plied by Portugal Telecom, 
more than 900,000 calls were 
made to the Immigration Of- 
fice (SEE) helpline in the five 
days between the new legis- 
lation coming into force and 
it being suspended. 

The State Secretary for 
Home Affairs has mean- 
while explained the suspen- 
sion of the new law, arguing 
that government “Quickly 
realised that provisional pa- 
pers were being requested by 
unscrupulous individuals”. 

The suspended legislation 
stipulates that illegal immi- 
grants who have a work con- 
tract and who are registered 
with social security services 
can now be legalised.

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F C Porto go clear, but Benfica remain winless 



Defending league champions FC Porto 
have started their season much in the same 
fashion as they ended last and are already 
topping the standings, a comfortable three 
points clear of Sporting and a further four 
ahead of Benfica. 


Sacking coach Fernando 
Santos after only the first game 
of the season failed to inspire 
Benfiea to an extraordinary dis- 
play, as they were held to a draw 
for the seeondeonseeutive game, 
and onee again against a newly- 
promoted team. 

After drawing 1-1 against 
Leixoes in the season opener, 
Benfiea deeided to saek Fernando 
Santos and bring baek Spanish 
manager Jose Antonio Camaeho, 
who had trained theteam three sea- 
sons ago, enjoyingrelative sueeess. 

But the former Real Madrid 
star failed to be the eatalyst a 
60,000-strong stadium was hop- 
ing for, instead he was foreed to 
wateh his team serape a goalless 
draw against V itoria Guimaraes, 
leaving Benfiea with only two 
points after two games. 

Benfiea will faee another tough 
task this weekend, having to 


make a trip to Madeira to play 
Naeional. 

Meanwhile, FC Porto have so 
far enj oyed a perfeet start to their 
season, after a hard-fought 1-0 
win against rivals Sporting at the 
Dragao Stadium put them in fa- 
miliar surroundings at the top of 
the table. 

A single goal by Portuguese 
international midfielder Raul 
Merieles was suffieient for the 
home team to see off a spirited 
Sporting in a mateh where neither 
side gave mueh and where the 
teams seemed more intent on not 
letting the opposition play than 
on playing themselves. 

FC Porto will be hosted by 
Uniao Leiriathis weekend, but the 
piek of the weekend matehes will 
be the Lisbon derby between 
Sporting and Belenenses at the 
Alvalade XXI stadium on Sun- 
day evening.

While Portugal has in reeent 
years deemed themselves eapa- 
ble ofbeating Italy, the Italians 
are, in 2007, probably the best 
they have ever been, so keeping 


the seore down would be Portu- 
gal ’ s main obj eetive . 

Only a few months ago, it 
would have been diffieult to im- 
agine Portugal’ s amateurs squar- 
ing up to the All Blaeks as they 
perform the Haka, but that will 
beeome a reality on September 
1 5 in Lyon as they faee the W orld 
eup favourites in a mateh where 
losing by fewer than a 1 00 points 
will be an aehievement in itself 

Portugal kieks off its eampaign 
against Seotland on Sunday Sep- 
tember 9, and after New Zealand 
six days later, will faee Italy on 
September 1 9 and the mateh of 
their group will be on September 
25, when they travel to Toulouse 
for their elash with Romania. 

In a related story, Portuguese 
eoaeh T omaz Morals announeed 
this week that he is eontemplat- 
ing signing a two-year extension 
to his eontraet with the Portuguese 
Rugby Federation. His eurrent 
eontraet runs out this Oetober.
